fect on the infestation of the su ccet l- 
ing crop. The real ctiu s-» of the spread 
of weev ils in the new crop has lie *n 
shown to be the dev elopment of large 
nu mbers of the Insects in seeds held 
ov er from the preceding y ear and held 
in storage in bu ildings near the fields 
of growing beans. 
A few beans may 
he the breeding grou nd for enormou s 
nu mbers of the pes‘s. 
in one case it 
wa>k fou nd that 35 4,00(1 of a certain 
v ariety of cowpea weev il dev eloped 
from a bag containing CO pou nds of 
cowpea s. 
From this it is ev ident that the in­ 
crease (<f the weev ils may be largely 
controlled by the simple ex pedient of 
destroy ing those in the stored beans 
or by disposing of the su rplu s beau s. 
This weev il work of the departm ent 
has been receiv ed by growers wKh

Washing ton.—Various 
forms

scientific apparatus are ex pected to be 
broug ht into play in the nav y ’s pro­ 
posed ex pedition to learn more about 
oceans, their chemistry , resources and 
bottoms. 
The U. S. S. Rainbow, which has 
been sug g ested as the craft to initiate 
the sea-ex ploratfon prog ram in the 
Gulf of Mex ico-Caribbean reg ion. Is 
850 feet long , has a draft of 17 feet, 
displaces 4,350 tons, and is amply pro­ 
v ided with comfortable q uarters and 
cabins to take care of ex tra personnel 
for scientific work, nav al officers say . 
Sufficient room ex ists aboard for lab­ 
oratories and tanks for collecting liv ­ 
ing specimens. 
The latest ty pe of sonic depth find­ 
ers and radio would be Installed on 
the Rainbow, under plans mapped out 
by a special conference on oceanog ­ 
raphy , which has just made Its final 
report to the secretary of the nav y . 
With its officers and crew g athered 
from 
the 
nav al 
establishment 
the 
Rainbow would carry n specially se­ 
lected scientific personnel, consisting 
of one oceanog rapher, one biolog ist, 
one g eolog ist and six or more scien­ 
tific assistants. 
Expect Ou tside Fin an cial Aid. 
The conference sug g ested that *-he 
first three should be outstanding in 
their special fields and the y oung er 
scientists mig ht be drawn from uni­ 
v ersities, colleg es and other Institu­ 
tions. 
While subsistence and trav el 
ex penses to and from their homes for 
the „scientists were included in an es­ 
timated cost of the ex pedition, the 
conference ex pected that sources out­ 
side the g ov ernment would defray 
their salaries. 
The sonic depth finder, dev eloped 
by nav al men after its Inv ention by 
Dr. Harv ey C. Hay es, rapidly deter­ 
mines ocean depths and Is ex pected to 
play a major part in the ex pedition.

Voiceless to Speak 
Baltimore. — Experiments in 
which persons supplied with tin 
artificial larynx have been en­ 
abled to speak well enough to 
make 
themselves 
understood 
have been conducted by Dr. J. E. 
MacKenty of New York, it was 
disclosed before the Baltimore 
Medical society. 
Patients who have undergone 
operations for cancer of 
the 
throat and whose vocal appa­ 
ratus has been removed have 
been enabled to breathe through 
holes in the neck and, with the 
Instrument substituted for the 
larynx, have made themselves 
understood In what has been 
termed a “ voice almost human” 
and audible throughout a good- 
sized room. 
The device consists of 
0 pad 
over the breathing aperture in 
the patient’s neck, with a rub­ 
ber tube leading to an instru­ 
ment which stimulates th> vocal 
cords.

Wa8 hlngton.--Confirmation of 
the v iew that the spiral nebulae 
which appear in the heav ens m 
whirling clouds, are In reality 
distant stellar sy stems, or “ i*- 
lind univ erses," has been ob­ 
tained by Dr. Edwin Hubbell of 
the Carnegie Institution’s Mount 
Wilson observ atory , through In­ 
v estigations carried out with the 
observ atory ’s 
powerful 
tele­ 
scopes. 
The number of spiral nebulae, 
the observatory officials have re­ 
ported, amount to hundreds of 
thousands, and 
their apparent 
sizes range from small object*, 
almost starllk e in character, to 
the great nebulae in Andromeda, 
which ex tends across an angle 
of three degrees in the heav ens, 
about six times the diameter of 
the full moon. 
The inv estigation* of Doctor 
Hubble were made photograph­ 
ically with the 
100-fnch reflec­ 
tor* at the obeerratory.

Co ast Railway Ex plains 
Significance o f To o ts 
Lo s Angeles.—The my steries of the 
language of railroad engines, as spo­ 
ken through the engineer’s whistle, 
have been revealed by the Southern 
Pacific company in an announcement 
for the benefit of the general public. 
The significance of his whistle ls 
ex plained as follows: 
- 
hour blasts, two of medium length 
and two short, are a warning that a 
locomotive is approaching a grade 
crossing. 
A succession of short blasts tells 
trespassers to get off the track. 
One long blast, followed by three 
short ones, sends the rear flagman 
back to protect against a following 
train. 
Four or five blasts of medium dura­ 
tion recall the flagman. 
Four short whistles is the engineer’s 
way 'of asking for train order signal. 
Two short whistles mean “Thank 
y ou” or “I get y ou.” 
One whistle of medium duration, 
followed by two short blasts, calls at­ 
tention to signals display ed for a fol­ 
lowing section. 
One long blast is given when train 
is approaching a station, drawbridge 
or junction. 
Two short blasts given 
three times 
are a signal to the trainmen that the 
air brakes are sticking.
